. The following excellent charader of 
the Rr. Hon, the earl of Egmont,

that electricity was a fubtil efflavia 
or vapour emitted from the fubftance

ftream or current to the excited 
eleétrick body, from the hand of a 
perfon, or any unexcited non-elec- 
trick bodies held near it; which 
fully proves this fire to exift in and 
about all bodies, and is not produced 
by the excited eleétrick body, “ec.

have a fort, which was ereéted about 40 
years ago. The ifland is {carce half a mile D 
long, and not a quarter of a mile over, 
and is jult high enough not to be overfiown 
at high water, It is feparated from the 
main-land of St. Domingo by a canai not 3 
quarters of a mile in breadth, where fmall 
veile!s ride in deep water clofe to its fhore, 
and les at the bottom of a large bay, at 
the openings of which are fome little iflands, F, 
whcre there is no good anchorage. ‘There 
is not a drop of frefh water on it, and the 
rain foaks thro” it immediately as if it were 
aiev e; So that they are forced to fetch 
their water every day from a little river on 
5’. Domingo, near half a league from the 
fpot. By a hurricane here in Sept. 1737, 
the town was entirely levell’d with the 
ground, except the church and two houfes.

HE petition fets forth, That the petiti- 
oner, for about 15 years laft paft, 

has almoft wholly been employ’'d in reliev- 
ing and curing poor perfons of divers griev- 
ous and loathfome difeafes, by certain che- 
mical preparations of his own invention, 


during which fpace of time, he has 
feldom had iefs than 2000 patients of 
this fort conftantly under his care, at his 
own expence, many of which had been 
difcharg’d from the hofpitals of Loxdon and 
Wefiminfier, as incurables, and of thefe noc 
lefs than 300 foldiers at a time, the greateit 
part of which objects of compaffion have 
been perfectly cured of their refpective ma- 
ladies, and others recover’d in fuch a man- 
ner that they were made capable of follow- 
ing their bufinefs, fo as to become ufeiul 
members of the community ; and that, a3 
this fact is moft notorious, the petitioner 
makes no doubt, but many perfons of high 
rank, and the cflicers of the feveral regi- 
ments to which fuch foldiers did belong, 
would readily atteft the fame; that an 
employment of this kind, as it refieéts the 
higheft pleafure and fatista€tion to the pe- 
titioner, fo it is of the greateft bencit 
to the publick, and the petitioner makes

To the account publifh’d by authority, con- 
cerning admiral owles’s Sfuccefs, ?p. 
224, we fball add the following particu. 
lars, from an extract of a private letter, B 
dated from on board bis majefty’s Pip the 
Cornwall, in Port Louis barbour, March 
10, 1747-8. 

HE fort is all of ftone, the merlons 7 
feet thick on their top, and it ftands 

on an ifland about a mile from the town 

of St, Louis. The thips employ’d in the 

attack were, the Canterbury, (in which was © 

the admiral) of 60 guns, capt. Brodie, 
commander; the Plymouth, capt. Dent ; 
the Strafford, capt. Rentone ; the Warwick, 
capt. Innis; of 60 guns each; the E/iza- 
beth, capt. Taylor, of 64 ; and the Cornwall, 
capt, Chadewick, of 80 guns; which lait 
was placed in the center, againft the 
ftrongeft battery of the enemy. We were 

order’d not to fire till we were moored D 

within piftol fhot, which was punCtually 

obferved, receiving in the mean time their 
thot, which were very furious, fome of 
them being fired red-hot, which did us no 

fmall damage in our mafts, yards, @e, 

and our men were with great difficulty re- 

ftrained from firing while we were under 

fail; however, we foon returned the com- F 

pliment to the French, with fuch violence 

and fuccefs, that the enemy’s cannon were 
filenced in a few minutes, fo that they on- 

ly fired a thot now and then. ‘ 
The above fhips being all moored in a 

clofe line a-head kept a continual fire from 

half an hour after one, till near four in the 
afternoon, when the fort was furrendered. 

The damage done the Englifp is inconfide- F 

rable, in refpeét to what we did to the ene- 

my. Capt. Rentone was kilied before his 
fhip came to an anchor, by a thot which 
took off his thigh; capt. Cuf, a volunteer 
in this expeditidn, was killed on board the 

Elizabeth; and lieut. Alexander Brebner, 

of the Cornwall ; thefe were all the officers 
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feeing them, being order’d yefterday, by 
the admiral, to vifit their wounded. A- 
mong their dead were 5 captains, 3 of 
whom were killed by one fhot, a 32 pound- 
er, from the Cornwall, againft which thip 
the French loudly exclaim, as having done 
the moft remarkable damage ; which mutt 
neceflarily happen from her number of 
guns and fituation ; befides being fo near, 
our fmall arms from the tops, forecaitle, 
and poop, did great execution, we having 
a number of fokdiers on board for that pur- 
pofe, 

Befides the thips I have mentioned, the 
Worcefter, capt. Andrews, of 60 guns; 
and the Oxford, capt. Tole, of 50, with the 
floops Weafel and Merlin, (which laft 
brings this) were in referve. The Lenox, 
capt. Holmes, of 64 guns, came from Fa- 
maica with the admiral, but being a bad 
failor, and fpringing fome of her matfts, 
was fuppofed to have bore away for the 
lait mentioned place, but is now feen in the 
offing, fo that the hath loft her fhare in the 
glory of this action. 

Without enlarging on the advantages of 
this glorious conqueit, { fhall juft mention, 
that Port Leuis is feated on the fouth of 
Hifpaniola, the only harbour the French 
have on that fide the ifland, (fee the PLan,) 
a place from whence many privateers have 
iffued during the war, and who have done 
incredible damage to our ‘fomarca trade. 
Here the French land a great part of their 
European commodities, and in return take 
in their rich cargoes of cotton, indigo, 
fugar, @c. By the demolition of this fortifi- 
cation, their privateers will be deprived of 
their greateft fecurity, and their fleets out 
and at home liable to be taken and deftroy- 
ed in their own harbour, 

I muft not omit to mention, that gover- 
nor Trelawney, with a great part of his 
regiment, accompanied the admiral in this 
expedition, and is juftly entitled to thare 
with him in the glory thereof; nor muft I

Admiralty-Office, April 27+ 

N the roth of laft month 
his majefty’s fhip the Ad- 
vice, commanded by capt. 

Haddock, failed from P/y- 
mouth on a cruize, and on 
the 28th fhe retook an Eng- 
lifh thip named the Beula 
from Philadelphia, laden with fugar and 
fome indigo for London, which had been 
taken on the rgth, by the Sumon privateer 
of Bayonne, The 3d inftant, about 14° 39’ 
W. longitude from the Start, capt. Haddock 
hore down towards a fail feen to leeward, 
and at g in the evening came up with her, 
and after changing 2 or 3 broadfides with 
his upper deck guns (it blowing fo freth 
that his lower deck ports could not be 
opened) and feveral vollies of fmall arms, 
the chace ftruck, and proved te be the 
Neptune privateer of Bayonne, of 20 guns 
and 210 men. Jn the aétion the Advice 
had 3 men killed and 5 wounded ; and the 
privateer had 8 killed and 15 wounded. 

On the gth inftant, capt. Haddock took a 
French brigantine from St, Malo’s, laden 
with falt for Newfoundland; and he has 
carried his prizes into Kinfale. 

_ On the 23d his majefty’s fhip the Haf- 
ings, capt. Wellard, arrived in the Downs 
With a French privateer Snow of Boulogne, 
called the Duke de Rembouillet, of fix car- 
riage and 10 fwivel guns, and 66 meh, 
Which the took between Yarmouth and the 
Broad Fourteens, 

York, April 26, By a letter from one of

A leter from Mr. Corbett, feeretary to 
the Admiralty, to the mercharts of this 
city, dated at the Admivalty-C fice, Friday, 
May 20. 

Tam commanded by my lords commif- 
fioners of the admiralty to acquaint you, 
for the information of the trading part of 
his majefty’s fubjeéts, that his majefty’s 
proclamation being publith’d for a ceffation 
of arms between us and France, they gave 
immediate orders to difcharge the regula- 
ting captains ; to break up the preffing upon 
the Thames, and about the city of London ; 
and call'd in all the tenders and hired thips 
employed in that fervice, in order to pay 
them off. 

_ But as their lordthips cannot but think 

it neceffary, in regard to our being ftill in 

war with Spain, and not under a certainty 
of Peace with France, his majefty’s thips, 
which are defign’d to ferve at fea, fhould 
ve their full compliment of men on 
d, to be ready to obey any orders they 
may receive for that purpofe ; their lord- 
ips have continued to the captains of 
thofe thips their power to prefs fearnen, if 
Cannot get their fhips mann’d by vo- 

$5; but with this reftri€tion, that 
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until they have made up their complements, 
and no longer. 

And as it is not doubted, but that the 
fhips of the fquadrons, under the com- 
mand of Sir Peter Warren and vice-admiral 
Hawke, will want many men when they 
return intg port, their lordfhips have or- 
der’d the captains of his majefty’s fhips the 
Rujel, Ferfey, and Diamond, arriv’d from 
the Mediterrancan, to referve their hands, 
after 3 weeks leave, to help towards man- 
ning thofe thips, and others wanting men; 
and they will do the like with fuch other 
fhips as fhall come home from foreign 
parts, whofe feamen have wages enough 
due to them, to fecure their not running 
away.

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N confequence of the preliminary articles 

of peace, which were figned at Aix-la- 
Chapelle on the 30th w/t. N.S. by the ple- 
nipotentiaries of Great Brita:r, Holland, 
and France, the duke of Cumberland fent 
an officer to baron d’ 4ylwa, governor of 
Macfricht, with orders to deliver up the 
town to the French, upon fuch terms as 
had been ftipulated by the preliminaries ; 
but as the baron thought he could not com- 
ply with thefe orders till they were con- 
firmed by the prince of Orange, a ceffation 
of arms was agreed on between him and 
the French, and he difpatched general Gra- 
bam to Breda, to know his ferene highnefs's 
pieafure ; who being returned with acon- 
firmation of the orders fent by his royal 
highnefs, the capitulation was agreed to 
onthe 7th, and the garifon marched out 
on the roth, with all military honours, 
except as to what related to the French de- 
ferters among them, of whom no care had 
been taken; and therefore, as the earifon 
marched out, no lefs than 300 of theie poor 
ereatures were feized by the Freneh 3 and as 
to thofe that had belonged to the Wclloon 
reciment raifed by the Frencd in the 4ffrian 
Netherlands, every man of them was hang’d 
@p upon the fpot ; but as to the reft, they 
were only decimated. ‘Tho’, by the pre- 
limimaries, the French are to reflore this 
important fortreS; yet, fince they got 


poffeffion, they are behaving as if they in- 
tended to keep it ; for they are not only 
repairing and augmenting the fortifications 
of the town, but are building redoubts, 
and throwing up intrenchments at Hafelr, 
Murfier-Biljen, Eigen-Bilfen, and feveral 
other places for five leagues round the 


town. (Seethe Prawn ix July /2f.) 

As by the preliminaries a fufpenfion of 
arms took place the 11th inft. both armies 
have retired into quarters of cantonment ; 
the allied army about Grave, Bors-l--Duc, 
and Bredz, and the French army about 
Moacftricht, Liege, Louvain, Mechi:r, and 
Bruffels; and a line has been agreed on, 
which no one is to pafs without a proper 
pafiport. 

By our laft accounts from Italy, the 4u- 
rian army had rendezvowled in the Par- 
mcfan, and was upon its march to pene- 
trate in three different bodies into the 
Eaftern Riviera of Genoa; and the duke 
de Richliew was marched with al! the forces 
in that republick to oppofe them ; but as 
both the queen of Hungary and the king of 
Sardinia have now acceded to the pre- 
fiminaries, a battle or fkirmifh may pro- 
bably be prevented.

ambition of a mortal, than to be the objed 
of the love and affection of a free perpk, 
which can no where be abfolutely found 
but in a republican ftate, fuch as that of t's 
United Provinces ; for the prefervation and 
defence of the religion and liberty where- 
of, he is always ready to facrifice every 
thing. 

The people in France were become f 
mutinous for want of bread and other ne- 
ceffary provifions, that dangerous in{ur- 
rections had happened in feveral parts of that 
kingdom, particularly at Bourdeaux, trom 
whence we had lately the following ac- 
count: ** The benefit which peace is hkely 
to bring to this kingdom, began to manilett 
itfelf here, on the arrival of 30 fhips laden 
with wheat from Ergiand. The intendant 
immediately caufed their cargoes to be dif- 
tributed to the people, who were in the 
greateft diftrefs, bread being fold for 1:4. 
a pound, and for 11 days together there 
was none to be had; but the arrival of 
thefe thips foon filled the town with plenty 
and joy, and inftantly occafion’d the price 
to fall to gd. per pound.’”
